estantism in Central Europe is on 
the brink of financial bankruptcy,” 
declared the Rev.

Vance, pastor of the First Presby­ 
terian church of 
Nashville, 
Tenn­ 
essee, ‘in a statement being sent to 
the religious press of America by 
the federal Council of Churches. 
' Dr. Vance has just returned from 
a visit to Europe. His report was 
Bent out in connection with an an­ 
nouncement that many churches will 
observe the Suday before or after 
Reformation Day, October 31, for 
a special appeal for financial aid 
for the Protestant Churches of Eu­ 
rope. 
This relief work is being done 
through the Central Bureau for Re­ 
lief of the Evangelical Churches of 
Euiope. 
"The Dawee plan for refinancing 
Europe has been approved by the 
Powers and is on the way. Jt shows 
that America could not quit with 
the war,” says Dr. Vance. 
"There was more than an army 
needed. Nations must be made sol­ 
vent, if trade is to prosper. Those 
who study the question of Europe’s 
need at close range, and with an 
analysis that seeks to discover the 
forces which are really constructive 
in nation building, must be con­ 
vinced that it is not enough to 
make and keep a country financially 
solvent. Moral solvency is a big­ 
ger thing. 
"America cannot afford to be un­ 
concerned about religious conditions 
in Europe.
